President's  Report 

I  would  like  to  talk  to  you  for  just  a  minute  about      on  my  back,  the  first  of  January  of  this  year,  having  had 
the  status  of  your  Alumni  Association.

This  being  perhaps  the 
highest,  but  certainly  one  of  the  highest,  of  the  member- 
ship enrollments  of  any  alumni  association  in  the  country. 
This  we  have  been  proud  of  in  previous  years  and  we 
hope  we  can  increase  the  number  significantly  through 
the  year. 

With  the  advent  of  the  combined  universities,  the 
Association  was  under  a  new  stress.  There  were  new 
people  that  we  had  to  learn  to  work  with;  there  were 
new  people  who  had  just  begun  to  learn  how  to  work 
with  their  own  jobs.  The  old  order  was  out  and  the  new 
order  was  in  and,  as  with  the  changing  of  the  guard  with 
any  organization,  it  was  a  good  while  before  this  could 
be  implemented  to  the  betterment  of  your  society.  We  have 
worked  closely  with  the  administration  of  the  Medical  Col- 
lege of  Virginia  to  try  to  find  ways  in  which  the  Alumni 
Association  could  continue  to  serve  alumni  and  could 
better  its  service  to  the  MCV  that  we  love  so  much.  We 
feel  that  through  this  year,  there  has  been  an  improvement 
in  the  atmosphere,  a  clearing  of  a  lot  of  the  disagreements, 
an  understanding  of  where  we  stand  and  where  they  stand, 
which  was  not  present  before.  This  does  not  mean,  of 
course,  that  we  don't  have  problems.  We  feel  that  the 
identity  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  is  now  being 
maintained  to  a  much  larger  degree  than  it  was  previously. 
The  understanding  among  the  hierarchy  as  to  the  reasons 
that  we  are  strongly  in  favor  of  this  has  become  more 
apparent.  In  the  meetings  that  I  have  been  to,  both  Alumni 
Association  sponsored  and  medical  meetings  at  which 
members  of  the  faculty  of  this  University  have  spoken, 
they  have  said  they  come  from  the  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  and  we  feel  that  this  is  where  they  really  come 
from. 

The  name  of  the  game,  of  course,  in  any  medical  or 
health  science  education  program  is  money.  You  cannot 
do  a  first-class  job  without  the  wherewithal.  The  Legisla- 
ture of  Virginia  this  year,  had  much  prodding  from  indi- 
vidual members  of  the  Alumni  Association.  A  great  deal 
of  work  went  into  trying  to  give  the  Legislature  the  reasons 
why  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  needed  the  vast  sums 
of  money  that  were  requested.  We  feel  that  this  was  the 
best  reception  that  was  ever  given  to  the  requests  of  MCV. 
The  presentation  by  Doctor  Brandt,  Doctor  Woods,  Doctor 
Dunn,  and  other  members  of  the  faculty  was  beautifully 
done,  much  higher  class  than  any  I  have  heard  in  the 
past  three  or  four  Legislatures  that  I  have  been  to.  The 
members  of  the  Legislature  were  aware  as  never  before  of 
where  the  money  was  going,  what  a  good  job  they  were 
doing  with  the  money  that  was  being  spent,  and  how  this 
new  amount  would  be  spent  for  the  betterment  of  health- 
science  education  for  the  State  of  Virginia.  They  responded 
with  an  excellent  program,  one  which  enables  the  schools 
to  compete  on  a  national  basis  as  far  as  salaries  are 
concerned.  We  still  feel  that  there  are  some  fringe  bene- 
fits that  some  other  schools  perhaps  can  beat  us  at  but 
we  can  now  get  professors  that  would  never  have  thought 
to  come  to  Virginia  because  they  would  have  to  take 
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such  a  cut  in  salary.  The  new  people  that  have  been 
appointed  to  the  faculty  positions  in  all  of  the  schools,  if 
you  have  followed  The  Scarab,  I  think  you  will  agree 
with  me  that  these  are  men  of  the  highest  qualifications, 
women  of  the  highest  qualifications,  the  type  of  people 
trainingwise  and  nationally  recognized  that  we  want  in  our 
school.  We  feel  also  from  having  met  these  people  person- 
ally that  they  are  the  type  of  persons  you  want  to  be 
teaching  in  your  school.  Some  of  these  people  are  young, 
a  good  number  of  them  are  young  and  their  reputations 
are  just  beginning  and  you  will  hear  more  and  more  of 
them  as  the  years  go  on  and  you  will  be  proud,  I  think, 
that  they  are  members  of  this  faculty. 

The  getting  of  the  money  to  get  these  people  here  is 
only  one  of  the  facets  that  we  think  that  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation can  contribute  towards.  We  should  talk  up  MCV 
wherever  we  are.  When  these  new  faculty  come  to  your 
community,  welcome  them,  introduce  yourself,  tell  them 
you  are  from  MCV,  that  you're  proud  that  they  came  from 
California  here  and  that  we  want  them  to  be  happy  in 
Virginia.  We  want  them  to  feel  they  are  among  friends. 
I  think  the  folks  in  the  Richmond  area  perhaps  have  a 
much  bigger  opportunity  to  implement  this  type  of  thing 
but  I  know  that  these  folks  will  want  to  stay  more  if  they 
feel  they  are  welcome,  that  their  children  are  going  to  find 
friends,  and  that  we  are  going  to  make  sure  that  they 
become  deep-rooted  Virginians.  We  don't  want  to  lose  them 
as  soon  as  they  have  made  their  reputations! 

The  planning  that  we  are  doing  to  try  to  improve  the 
way  we  serve  the  alumni  has  been  done  through  a  com- 
mittee. We  sent  out  a  questionnaire  to  try  to  reach  all 
alumni  to  get  ideas  as  to  changes  in  procedures,  new  direc- 
tions that  we  could  implement  to  better  serve  the  Uni- 
versity and  the  alumni.  This  is  a  big,  big,  project.  It  is 
not  something  that  can  be  done  overnight.  We  had  to 
send  out  the  first  questionnaire  before  the  Legislature  met 
because  there  were  members  of  the  Legislature  that  wanted 
to  know  before  any  of  the  appropriations  were  too  far 
along  exactly  how  the  alumni  felt  about  certain  things. 
We  have  been  able  to  find  many  interested  people  that 
we  have  interviewed  or  talked  to;  we  are  talking  to  the 
deans,  to  the  vice  presidents,  and  to  Doctor  Brandt's 
office  to  try  to  continue  on  with  this  program.  You  will  be 
hearing  a  great  deal  more  about  this  as  the  year  passes  on. 

One  of  the  biggest  pleasures  of  the  alumni  president 
is  the  attendance  at  alumni  chapter  meetings  throughout 
the  country.  Minnie  has  always  been  lucky  enough  to  go 
to  all  of  these  and  I  have  followed  her  to  almost  all  of 
them  this  year  and  the  enthusiasm  for  your  school  is  conta- 
gious. The  people  are  vitally  interested,  those  in  North  Caro- 
lina, West  Virginia,  South  Carolina,  Washington  area,  Roa- 
noke— these  are  the  places  we  have  been  so  far — and 
we  have  many  more  trips  throughout  the  year  that  we 
are  going  to  try  to  carry  the  message  that  MCV  is  a  school 
of  national  stature  which  is  just  beginning  its  way  to  a 
better  standing.  They  have  questions  about  the  school  that 
we  have  tried  to  answer,  they  have  criticisms  which  we 
have  tried  to  carry  back  to  the  administration  in  which  we 
let  them  know  how  the  alumni  feel  and  to  see  if  some- 
thing can't  be  done  to  correct  any  of  these  that  can  be 
corrected.  We  will  continue  with  these  visits  throughout 
the  year  and  I  hope  that  we  can  continue  to  represent 
you  in  a  good  fashion. 
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As  always,  the  job  of  president  is  a  great  honor.  I  am 
delighted  that  you  asked  me  to  serve  as  your  officer  for 
this  year,  and  I  hope  that  I  will  be  able  to  do  a  good  job. 
The  job  is  impossible  for  one  person.  Minnie,  as  always, 
Miss  Franck,  has  been  a  tremendous  help,  perhaps  as 
much  so  by  keeping  my  feet  on  the  ground,  by  saying  no 
to  me,  fussing  with  me  if  I  make  things  hard  for  folks  that 
I  shouldn't.  We  have  had  good  committees — the  executive 
committee  has  been  a  tremendous  help,  many  of  the  past 
presidents  a  source  of  a  great  deal  of  information,  a  great 
deal  of  knowledge,  and  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  the 
University.  These  we  have  tried  to  call  on  more  this  year 


and  we  are  going  to  tap  them  even  more  for  information 
and  help.  Members  of  the  Board  and  the  committees  have 
been  interested  and  have  done,  I  think,  for  you  a  very 
fine  job.  The  reunion  committee  headed  by  Dr.  Ed  Hill, 
one  of  my  classmates,  has  done  to  date  a  magnificent  job, 
too  good  almost,  with  my  25th  reunion  last  night,  I  didn't 
know  if  I  could  even  make  it  today.  Several  of  my  class- 
mates are  here  today  and  they  know  it  was  a  great  party, 
and  we  are  looking  forward  to  the  rest  of  the  reunion  and 
we  hope  that  all  of  you  will  be  with  us  for  your  banquet 
tonight  and  the  brunch  on  Sunday  morning.  Thank  you.

Dr.  Rudolph  C.  Thomason  gave  his  report  on  the  transactions  of  the  Association. 


Secretary's  Report 


There  were  four  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  held 
during  the  year,  three  regular  and  one  called.  The  attend- 
ance was  very  good. 

At  the  September  meeting,  the  Board  was  told  that 
continued  concern  about  MCV  since  the  merger  had  occa- 
sioned a  meeting  of  several  of  the  alumni  who  were  inter- 
ested in  how  the  alumni  felt  about  the  quality  of  education 
and  health  care  after  three  years  of  the  merger  between 
MCV  and  RPI  into  Virginia  Commonwealth  University. 
After  reporting  this  meeting  to  the  Board,  those  present 
suggested  opinions  of  the  alumni  regarding  this  merger 
would  be  in  order.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  Doctor 
Tucker  made  a  motion  that  we  poll  the  alumni.  Doctor 
Minor  seconded  the  motion  which  was  passed. 

The  Board  was  reminded  of  the  generosity  of  Doctor 
Sanger  in  giving  his  memoirs  to  the  Alumni  Association. 
The  book  is  due  for  publication  in  early  June. 

Miss  Franck  was  asked  to  plan  a  meeting  for  the  MCV 
alumni  attending  the  Southern  Medical  in  Miami. 

The  nominating  committee  made  their  report.  The  results 
from  the  balloting  will  be  announced  at  the  annual  meeting. 

A  called  meeting  was  held  at  the  Alumni  House  on 
Sunday,  December  5.  It  was  for  the  purpose  of  discussing 
the  replies  to  the  questionnaire  and  also  at  this  time  a 
report  was  presented  by  Doctor  Caravati,  Mr.  Rooke,  and 
Doctor  Sanger  concerning  the  MCV  Foundation.  Doctor 
Sanger  explained  the  Foundation  had  operated  under  the 
egress  of  the  MCV  Board  before  the  merger  and  at  the 
time  of  the  merger  all  MCV  funds  were  transferred  to  the 
Foundation  which  was  chartered  as  a  non-profit  corpora- 
tion. It  was  recommended  that  an  officer  or  the  president 
of  the  Foundation  be  invited  to  serve  as  a  permanent 
member  of  the  Alumni  Association  of  MCV's  Board  of 
Trustees  as  an  ex-officio  member.  Doctor  Caravati  sug- 
gested that  the  president  of  the  Alumni  Association  be 
invited  to  the  Foundation  meetings. 

Doctor  Markowitz  moved  in  regard  to  the  questionnaire 
that  the  survey  which  was  sent  to  all  alumni  relative  to  the 
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merger  be  deemed  inadequate  at  the  present  time,  be  tabled, 
and  be  held  confidential.  Doctor  Coleman  seconded  the 
motion  which  was  passed. 

At  the  January  meeting  held  on  Sunday,  January  23, 
Mr.  Charles  Baker,  president  of  the  student  body,  gave  a 
report:  "Someone  this  year  had  an  idea  that  MCV  and 
VCU  should  have  combined  graduations.  Student  govern- 
ment each  year  has  been  given  the  option  to  vote  on  this 
and  they  have  voted  each  year  to  make  MCV  graduation 
mandatory  and  this  year  when  voted  upon,  the  student 
body  voted  to  make  the  VCU  graduation  optional"  .  .  . 
"Each  class  that's  coming  in  now  seems  to  be  instilled 
with  more  MCV  pride  than  the  class  before  them." 

The  final  decision  by  the  administration  was  that  there 
would  be  a  commencement  exercise  at  the  Coliseum  for 
all  of  the  VCU  graduates  and  each  school  at  the  Medical 
College  of  Virginia  would  have  a  separate  ceremony  where 
diplomas  would  be  awarded  with  the  exception  of  the 
school  of  nursing  which  is  having  an  honor's  service. 

Doctor  Sanger  reported  for  the  MCV  Foundation.  He 
said  much  progress  had  been  made  on  defining  the  relation- 
ship between  the  Foundation  office  and  the  College  and 
he  believes  in  a  short  time  things  will  be  working  smoothly. 
He  offered  encouragement  to  the  deans  on  the  new  building 
for  allied  health. 

Doctor  Tucker  presented  the  report  of  the  editorial  com- 
mittee and  told  the  Board  and  the  deans  that  The  Scarab 
is  sent  to  every  graduate  of  the  Medical  College,  the 
faculty,  and  the  members  of  the  Legislature  for  a  circu- 
lation of  over  13,000.  In  the  November  issue,  on  which 
we  have  had  many  excellent  comments  which  were  appre- 
ciated, we  had  only  two  deans  reporting.  He  asked  the 
deans  and  administration  to  write  something  for  every 
issue.  The  Scarab  comes  out  four  times  a  year.  He  re- 
quested the  Board  members  and  all  alumni  to  make  com- 
ments and  suggestions. 

Doctor  Tucker's  financial  report  was  received  with 
interest. 
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It  was  noted  that  Doctor  Minor  had  been  asked  to 
sit  on  the  Board  of  the  Foundation  representing  the  Alumni 
Association  and  he  had  attended  the  first  meeting. 

A  resolution  to  honor  Mr.  Buford  Scott  for  his  many 
services  to  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  was  proposed 
and  adopted  and  it  was  presented  at  reunion  time. 

The  president  of  the  student  body  was  requested  to  ask 
the  students  what  they  would  like  for  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation to  do  for  them  at  Commencement  time. 

The  June  meeting  of  the  Board  held  yesterday  heard 
Doctor  Woods,  vice-president  for  MCV,  tell  that  the  library 
was  ahead  of  schedule  in  construction  and  the  addition  to 


Sanger  Hall  was  coming  out  of  the  ground.  He  said  many 
programs  were  being  strengthened,  they  had  recruited  some 
good  people,  and  there  were  some  excellent  new  depart- 
ment chairmen. 

Committee  chairmen  reported.  Doctor  Strickland  said  for 
the  strategy  committee  that  the  Alumni  Association  was 
continuing  to  work  to  foster  the  identity  of  MCV.  Doctor 
Ellett  reported  a  159  increase  in  membership  through 
May  31. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Miss  Franck  and  her  staff  for  all 
of  their  help  throughout  the  year.

School  of  Medicine 

MCV  is  increasingly  viewed  by 
our  "consumers" — the  taxpayers — as  a 
source  of  all  types  of  medical  man- 
power for  the  State.  In  terms  of  physi- 
cians, the  two  major  determinants  in 
the  final  practice  location  are  original 
home  and  place  of  medical  resi- 
dency— the  medical  school  attended  is 
of  considerably  less  importance.  Fur- 
ther, in  July,  1975,  the  "freestanding" 
internship  is  scheduled  to  disappear. 
For  both  reasons,  MCV  must  pay  in- 
creasing attention  to  medical  education 
at  the  graduate,  as  well  as  the  under- 
graduate, level. 

Virginia  is  fortunate  in  attracting 
physicians  at  the  graduate  level.  Last 
year  there  were  647  graduates  of  MCV 
and  UVA  in  residency  programs  any- 
where in  the  United  States,  while  722 
graduates  of  U.  S.  medical  schools  are

Freight  on  chairs  is  now 
very  high  for  single  delivery.

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serving  in  residency  education  pro- 
grams in  Virginia — a  positive  balance 
of  75  physicians.  An  additional  153 
foreign  medical  graduates  are  serving 
as  house  officers  in  Virginia.  These 
figures  speak  well  for  the  future  supply 
of  physicians  in  the  State. 

MCV  is  a  major  contributor,  indeed 
the  largest,  to  these  efforts.  While  there 
are  35  separate  hospitals  offering  pro- 
grams, over  40  percent  of  all  interns 
and  residents  in  the  State  are  in  MCV 
programs.  MCV  sponsors  24  separate 
types  of  house  officer  programs,  not 
including  the  multiple  varieties  of 
internships  leading  into  specific  spe- 
cialty fields.  There  are  294  positions 
available  for  interns  and  residents  at 
MCV,  plus  an  additional  74  in  pro- 
grams at  McGuire  VA  Hospital,  for 
a  total  of  368.  Not  all  of  these  VA 
programs  are  affiliated  with  the  com- 
parable program  at  MCV,  and  they 
should  be.  There  are  an  additional  43 
positions  in  the  separately  funded  fam- 
ily practice  program,  and  this  number 
will  rise  to  72  by  the  summer  of  1973. 


Taken  all  together,  we  will  be  able  to 
offer  440  positions  by  1973— and  this 
will  probably  not  be  enough! 

This  year— for  July  1,  1972—101 
first-year  positions  were  available  at 
MCV,  and  there  were  many  more 
applicants  than  positions  available.  Of 
these  101,  59  were  filled  by  1972 
MCV  graduates,  and  42  by  graduates 
of  other  medical  schools.  The  average 
graduate  medical  program  lasts  four 
years.  If  we  are  to  accommodate,  as 
we  should  under  all  affiliated  pro- 
grams, at  least  the  same  number  of 
physicians  as  we  have  graduates,  this 
would  call  now  for  540  resident  posi- 
tions, and  when  our  graduating  classes 
reach  168  in  1978,  we  will  require  672 
house  officer  positions. 

All  of  this  creates  a  number  of 
problems,  and  their  solution  is  vital  if 
adequate  numbers  of  physicians  are  to 
practice  where  they  are  needed  in  Vir- 
ginia. First,  what  types  of  physicians 
should  be  educated?  Clearly  we  need 
primary  care  physicians,  but  how  many 
radiologists,  general  surgeons,  and  pe- 
diatric ophthalmologists  are  required 
to  meet  Virginia's  needs.  It  would 
seem  that  numbers  of  residents  should 
be  directed  to  health  care  needs,  not 
to  staffing  an  indigent  patient  service 
in  the  parent  hospital.  MCV  has  such 
a  program  analysis  underway. 
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Second,  all  graduate  education  can- 
not be  accomplished  in  one  hospital. 
A  network  of  affiliated  hospitals  is 
necessary,  and  such  development  is  be- 
ginning slowly.  A  good  example  is  the 
primary  base  of  the  family  practice 
program  in  Fairfax,  Newport  News, 
and  Blackstone.  Third,  who  will  pay 
the  bill?  It  will  require  $7,000,000  to 
pay  for  670  house  officers.  The  VA 
will  pay  a  part,  but  all  of  the  re- 
mainder cannot  logically  be  charged  to 
patients  in  a  particular  hospital.  Re- 
imbursement patterns  should  come 
partly  from  hospital  charges  to  the 
patient  for  resident  services,  with  the 
remainder  from  the  State,  based  both 
on  resident  care  given  to  the  indigent, 
and  resident  teaching  of  medical  and 
other  health  students.  Kansas  has  al- 
ready adopted  such  a  plan.  Fourth, 
we  haven't  listened  very  well  to  the 
voice  of  our  educational  consumer — 
the  medical  student  and  future  doctor. 
He  (and  she)  tells  us  that  while  a 
few  have  made  clearcut  career  choices 
by  the  junior  year,  certainly  not  all 
have.  A  significant  number  still  request 
a  rotating  internship  in  the  first  year 
after  the  M.D.  degree,  but  such  intern- 
ships   are    rapidly    disappearing.    We 


need  flexibility  in  programs  which  will 
meet  the  educational  needs  of  students. 
These  data  and  problems  serve  to 
illustrate  the  fact  that  medical  educa- 
tion is  no  longer  restricted  to  the  four- 
year  undergraduate  program,  and  our 
involvement  must  extend  to  the  grad- 
uate and  to  continuing  education  as 
well.
